This little drop of water arrived quick; this 
little drop of water came slow. This little drop of 
water had chlorinitis; this little drop of water— 
got lost and never did figure out the answer. 

It was a swell idea while it lasted. 

"You’re a drop of water, see?” said the boss. 
"You start out at the first place the city gets its 
water under control, and then you trace your 
progress to the farthest faucet in town. Some 
fun, huh?" 

You bet. Except that there are 115 miles of 
water mains under Santa Ana, all connecting, all 
functioning, all full of water—and the little drop 
of reporter water could have gone down any one 
of them. And arrived in any faucet, without any¬ 
one being the wiser. 

And that there is no one place where the 
water comes under the city control, and no one 
way where the water travels, and no way of fig¬ 
uring out where the little drop of water goes at 
any particular time of day. 

Figure it out for yourself. Santa Ana drinks, 


wastes and otherwise consumes between 9,000,000 
and 18,000,000 cubic feet of water every month in 
the year. If I had time I’d figure out how many 
drops that is, although it seems sort of futile. 

Figure also, that Santa Ana is serviced by 
what is known as a "grid” system of water mains 
—115 miles of pipe ranging from 24; inches in 
diameter to two inches—all connecting, and each 
mile furnishing the other mile water. 

If I’m a drop of water I get pumped up from 
about 350 feet below the earth’s surface. 

I get into a water main at one of seven spots 
—the well at Bristol street, below Santiago; one 
of the four wells at the water plant at First and 
Parton streets, or one of the two wells at the 
Olive street pumping house. 

And then I go willy nilly—knowing neither 
whether nor whence. 

If they’re taking a lot of baths in the north 
end of town, away I go. Same for the south end, 
or any other end. Or if no one is taking any baths, 
to speak of, I might end up in the 1,000,000-gallon

Outside counties today were 
threatening to dump their worn 
out, smoke-belching orchard heat¬ 
ers on Orange county. 

And Orange county countered 
by beginning erection of a block¬ 
ade against the smudge barrage. 
A new ordinance is being prepared 
to control the soot nuisance. 

It will mean that smoky heaters 
from other areas will be barred 
because they will violate the or¬ 
dinance. 

In Riverside, San Bernardino 
and Los Angeles counties people 
are raising a fuss about the costly 
smudge nuisance. As a result the 
citrus growers there are being 
forced to unload their dilapidated 
heaters and get new ones. They’re 
planning to dump them in Orange 
county, according to reports, to 
the dismay of merchants and 
housewives.

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SHRINKING OF 
FARMS HERE 
IS JUT 

Take Steps to Remedy 
Condition Reported 1 
At Conference I 


Concerned over the dwindling 
sice of Orange county farms, 
prominent Orange county agricul¬ 
turists took steps late yesterday 
to remedy the situation. 

The action came at a general 
closing conference which ended the 
big two-day agricultural economic i 
sessions here, attended hy 15 noted | 
experts from the University of i 
California. 

Statistics presented by the.se ex¬ 
perts, who had made a detailed 
study of Orange county conditions 
and trends, showed that more than 
50 per cent of the farms here have | 
an acre less than 13.5, considered i 
too small to prodiiee an adequate j 
living for an American farm 
family, 

60*0 Farms Now 

In 1900 there were but 2388 
farms in the county. Now there 
are 6070. showing the trend to¬ 
ward smaller and smaller farms. 
Late yesterday the general con¬ 
ference approved committee re¬ 
ports, which recommended plans 
for the future to take care of the 
problem. The committee on soils 
and crop adaptability, headed by 
S. W. McCulloch, recommended 
control of subdivisions, which were 
expected to increase in regard to 
sale of farm lands. 

The committee expressed ap¬ 
proval of the state real estate 
commission in demanding fulfill¬ 
ment of all conditions required un¬ 
der the state laws that will pro¬ 
tect purchasers of land from un¬ 
wise promotion, misrepresentation 
or fraudulent practices in the sub¬ 
division and .sale of farm lands. 
It was requested that the real es¬ 
tate commission, before granting 
a permit for sale of subdivided 
land within the county, secure 
from the Orange county farm ad¬ 
visor and the county planning 
commission opinions regarding the 
social, economic and agricultural 
aspects of the proposed .subdivision 
and its relation to the welfare of 
the county as a whole. 

Fair Living or Relief 

The report pointed out that new 
purchasers of farm land in the 
county must be able to make a I 
fair living from the lands they buy 
or become charges for relief from 
the public. 

A report by the committee on 
outlook, credit and marketing, 
headed by Jack Crill, also referred 
to this subject. This report said: 
"Inasmuch as experience has 
shown us that the capacity of a 
farm or orchard to provide an 
adequate living, is limited by its 
size, it is recommended that ob¬ 
servation of the principle of ade¬ 
quate size of farms for the crops 
suited to the land in question be 
followed in the organization and 
sale of farms to people who ex¬ 
pect to obtain their entire living 
from such farm." 

Garden Grove Park 
Plan Is Opposed 

Opposition to a proposal that a 
park district be formed in Garden 
Grove, upon which residents are 
voting there today, developed at a 
meeting of the Community Broth¬ 
erhood in the Methodist church 
there last night. 

Edward Chaffee, rancher, op¬ 
posed formation of the di.strict to 
finance maintenance of the city's 
park because district lines would 
take in a number of ranches out¬ 
side the residential area.

nized standard of living from the 
net income from a very few acres 
of citrus trees.’’ 

Urge .tlore .•\voeados 
De.spite the recent freeze which 
apparently has postponed the 
large avocado production in Cali¬ 
fornia. the report recommended 
widening the distribution and con¬ 
sumption of avocados. 

Walnut supplies will continue 
heavy unless many trees are re¬ 
moved and competition from other 
nuts is becoming stronger, the re¬ 
port said. Orange county, it said, 
appears to be at some disadvan¬ 
tage in growing walnuts on high 
valued lands as compared to the 
same districts of Central and 
Northern California where land 
values are much lower. However, 
it was pointed out, the transfer¬ 
ring to other tree crops is not en¬ 
couraged becau.se of the length of 
time required before a return can 
be made on the heavy investment. 

Other UighlightN 
Other highlights of the report 
were as follows: 

“A light carryover is anticipat¬ 
ed in standard limas next year so 
that some slight increase in stand¬ 
ard lima acreage may be justified. 

"Quota of shore sugar sold in 
continental United States may be 
extended by congress. If so, .some 
expansion in sugar beet acreage 
also is justified. Sugar beets ap¬ 
pear to be a good rotation crop 
with some other field crops on 
good lands where yields are satis¬ 
factory. 

Favor Standardization 
“Alfalfa growers may expect in¬ 
creased competition from ii-rigat- 
ed pastures which are planted to 
Ladino clover and from legumi¬ 
nous crops planted as a result of 
the agricultural conservation pro¬ 
gram. The lowering water table 
and increased cost of pumping wa¬ 
ter are important factors in grow¬ 
ing alfalfa on irrigated land. 

"Wo believe it to be to the 
best interests of the citrus in¬ 
dustry that the standardization 
law be uniformly and rigidly en¬ 
forced. 

"It is to the best interest of the 
grower that marketing organiza¬ 
tions refrain from making harvest 
cash advances. 

"Concerning farm credit facili¬ 
ties, we believe that while agricul¬ 
ture is at this time enjoying a 
more favorable position than for¬ 
merly, both a.s to long time and 
.short time credit, that considera¬ 
tion should be given to the expan¬ 
sion of this service to meet more 
completely the needs of agricul-

ably will be placed at one gram of 
unconsumed carbon per minute. 

W. R. Schoonover, citrus spe¬ 
cialist of the University of Cali¬ 
fornia who was in Orange county 
yesterday, confirmed the fact that 
a movement is afoot to have a 
smoke control ordinance enacted 
in this county. So did J. P. Baum¬ 
gartner, president of the Commer¬ 
cial National bank, who formerly 
served on a Southern California 
committee on abatement of the 
smoke nuisance. 

Schoonover said the recent 
freezing weather has stimulated 
interest in orchard heaters, which 
were developed more highly after 
the 1922 freeze. Heaters sold since 
1932 belch forth but one-seventh 
a.s much smoke as those sold fol¬ 
lowing the 1922 freeze. Citrus 
experts arc after smokeless heat¬ 
ers, but they haven’t found them 
yet. 

Schoonover feels that the bulk 
of this year’s smoke nuisance was 
caused by the poorest of one- 
fourth of the orchard heaters now 
in use. Frost hazards are not as 
groat in Orange county as in other 
sections nearby, he said. He esti¬ 
mated there are about 250,000 
heaters in this county. 

IjOngcr Heating 

Smoke from heaters is no a.ssct 
and may be a liability, Schoon¬ 
over said. The smoke slows down 
loss of heat 'oy 10 per cent, but 
growers must heat their orchards 
10 per cent or more longer in the 
mornings in long cold spells.

.Sheriff Jackson pointed out 
that his office is called upon to 
police about 50,000 persons in the 
incorporated area, while there are 
117 policemen for the 80,000 per- 
.sons in cities. He cited a major 
retiuction in avocado thefts as a 
ri'.sult of the night patrol with 
radio-equipped cars.

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EDMONTON, Alta. (Canadian 
Pre.ss)—The Alberta securities act, 
under which the provincial govern¬ 
ment reduced interest on Alberta 
bends and guaranteed securities, 
v^as declared unconstitutional yes¬ 
terday by Justice W. C. Ives of the 
provincial supreme court. 

Last Friday the province’s re¬ 
duction and .settlement of debts 
act, which cut interest and prin¬ 
cipal on private debts, was de¬ 
clared unconstitutional by Justice 
A. F. Ewing. It was considered 
the backbone of the financial pol- 
irj of Premier William Aberhart's 
.social credit government. 


“With cooler mornings continu¬ 
ing, it will be more necessary to 
watch the speedometer mileage be¬ 
tween one crank case drain and 
another,” C. S. Brakebill, local 
manager for Shell, said today. 

“Excessive use of the choke, as 
a result of cool weather and the 
increasing stop - and - go driving 
conditions of today, are causing 
a greater dilution of the crank 
case oil. 

“When your motor is cold, as 
you step on the starter in the 
morning, the maximum clearance 
exists between your piston and 
cylinder walls, causing a flow of 
raw gasoline into your crank case 
from the use of the choke, and 
it will be several minutes before 
the minimum clearance exists as 
a result of the expansion of your 
pistons and the oil adjusts itself 
to the decreased clearances. Your 
oil must be free-flowing and at 
the same time be flexible enough 
to adjust itself to all the clear¬ 
ances which may exist in your en¬ 
gine from the time it is started 
cold until an average operating 
temperature is reached. Oil that 
will do this will tend to reduce 
crank case dilution and prolong 
the life of the oil. 

“It has been conclusively proven 
that stop-and-go driving around 
town will cause, or contribute to 
crank case dilution—and it is this 
condition, coupled with the usual 
un.saturates that reduce the life 
of your motor oil. 

“Contrary to general belief, the 
life of motor oil is limited for the 
above-mentioned reasons, and if it 
were possible to entirely eliminate 
the factors that contribute to its 
breaking down under actual use, 
the average good oil could be run 
for an indefinite period. Until 
such time as a better cleaning 
and filtering device than we now 
have can be devi.scd, -special care 
should be taken at least during the 
cool driving season, to frequently 
change your oil.”

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SACRAMENTO. (A>l — Added 
safeguards to life and property 
are proposed in legislation pend¬ 
ing before the assembly and -sen¬ 
ate, including proposals to permit 
smaller communities to buy fire 
protection from neighboring cities. 

Other bills would allow county 
fire protection districts to require 
water companies to provide water 
mains and hydrants for fire fight¬ 
ing purposes in rural localities. 

Proposals to empower county 
fire wardens to draft able bodied 
citizens to combat brush, gra.ss or 
forest fires, granting them power 
equal in this respect to that of 
a forester, are before this legis¬ 
lature. 

A bill by Assemblyman Welsh, 
Los Angeles, lifting the $5000 limit 
imposed upon the state fire 
warden for the abatement of fire 
hazards is among these proposing 
added protection. Another bill is 
designed to eliminate the danger 
of fire and explosion by adding 
new safety measures in cleaning 
establishments. 

The state fire marshal, in a bill 
by Assemblyman Click, South 
Gate, would be authorized to in¬ 
spect and license all places of 

public a.ssemblage, where more 

than 25 persons may congregate, 
including theaters. A schedule of 
fees, depending upon the number 
of persons who may be accommo¬ 
dated, is fixed, together with pen¬ 
alties for failure or refusal to 

carry out order ot the fire 

marshal.

Supervisor N. E. West suggested 
that the seller should be required 
to furnish sealed samples of oil; 
A. A. Beard, highway superintend¬ 
ent, suggested that a laboratory 
should take the samples so they 
will “stand up” in court, and Dis- 
trice Attorney W. F. Menton 
warned that samples should be 
taken in the presence of repre¬ 
sentatives of both the county and 
the seller. 

“With all the publicity we’ve had, 
I don’t think we will have any 
more trouble with oil,” commented 
Mitchell.

M. M. McCallen Refining & Pro¬ 
ducing company, Huntington 
Beach, yesterday had his bid of 
95 cents per barrel on light road 
oil and of $1.70 on medium oil ac¬ 
cepted by the board. 

Because Union, Richfield, Stan¬ 
dard, and Gilmore oil companies 
submitted identical bids, and the 
board suspected collusion, all bids 
on heavy road oil were rejected 
with the understanding the board 
will buy its oil of that grade in the 
open market. 

“If we are going to be victimized 
by an understanding between so- 
called competitors, we might as 
well get our owm refinery,” de¬ 
clared Supervisor N. E, West.

Also, the fact that the Cali¬ 
fornians had retaken Los Angeles 
from an American force -showed 
that the natives were in an ugly 
mood and fully equipped to fight 
to retain their possession. An¬ 
other great handicap for the 
American forces was the supe¬ 
riority of the Californians in the 
matter of horsemanship. Noted 
as the finest riders in the world 
and mounted on fine animals well 
versed in the art of running and 
dodging in this type of country, 
the native forces were head and 
shoulders above the Americans in 
that branch of fighting. 

However, undaunted by any of 
these odds, Kearney’s forces con¬ 
tinued their march with Stockton 
on Los Angclc.s. By the time 
they had reached San Luis Rey 
the entire army was in a sorry 
condition. It is doubted whether 
they could have continued farther 
had it not been for the assistance 
of Don Juan Forster. Indeed, it 
might even be said that without 
his valuable help Stockton’s army 
might have been wiped out and 
with only the remaining forces 
under Fremont, the United States 
might have lost this opportunity 
to gain California. 

Aided .Vmericaiis 

For some year Forster had lived 
as captain of the port at San 
I’edro. He also purchased the 
mission at San Juan Capistrano 
at auction and occupied it for 
some time as his residence. His 
invaluable assistance to the Amer¬ 
ican forces will never be forgotten. 
Because of his long residence in 
the country, he was complete in 
his knowledge of the territory, 
he knew the enemy and their 
habit.s, and his work as guide for 
Stockton was the turning point in 
the struggle for this country. 

Forster furnished cattle and 
hor-ses to refresh Stockton’s forces. 
Ho and Kit Carson made an in¬ 
teresting pair. They had met be¬ 
fore during the first campaign for 
the taking ot Los Angeles. For¬ 
ster and Fremont had had grave 
differences at that time and For¬ 
ster’s life had been threatened be¬ 
cause of his refusal to surrender 
the -San Luis Rey mission. 

Fremont Suspicious 

He had been in pos.session of 
the mi.ssion, acting for his rela¬ 
tives, the Picos. Forster had mar¬ 
ried Ysidora Pico, si.ster of Iho 
and Andres Pico. Naturally, Fre¬ 
mont suspected Forster’s allegi¬ 
ance and was hostile to him until 
Forster had been able to explain 
that his sympathies were with the 
Americans but that he was in¬ 
terested in protecting family prop¬ 
erty. 

Later during the war period, 
Forster again demonstrated his af¬ 
fection for members of his wife’s 
family by keeping Pio Pico in hid¬ 
ing for several weeks while he 
was being hunted by Fremont’s 
men. During the march on Los 
Angeles, Forster kept Stockton’s 
men supplied, as well as he could, 
by fresh horses, delivering several 
bunches of them to the army while 
it was en route as far north as 
San Juan Capistrano. The Amer¬ 
ican forces first engaged the Cali¬ 
fornians in battle at San Gabriel, 
about where the present state 
highway crosses the San Gabriel 
river, near Whittier. The battle 
did not last long. The gunpowder 
used by the Californians was of 
a poor quality, having been hastily 
made at the mission. Many of 
the bullets fell short of their 
mark. 

.March to Ixis Angele.s 

The Americans established them¬ 
selves on an embankment and 
fired from this strategic position 
until the entire outfit had crossed 
the river. The Californians fled 
after a little less than 90 minutes 
of fighting. Casualties were few. 
The Americans lost but two men 
and a mere handful wounded. The 
Californians’ losses were about 
equal. 

The following morning Stock¬ 
ton's forced marched across the 
mesa to Los Angeles where a 
slight encounter was held. Then, 
without further ado or bloodshed, 
the American army marched into

events of those days. Among 
them was Don Juan Forster, 
prominent in the early history of 
the state* 

Into California had marched 
Commodore Robert F. Stockton, 
of the United States navy, lead¬ 
ing 600 men upon an expedition, 
the outcome of which would deter¬ 
mine whether California should re¬ 
main Mexican or become the pos¬ 
session of the United States. The 
Mexican war was well under way. 
Commodore Sloat had raised the 
American flag at Monterey and 
soon the stars and stripes were 
floating over Los Angeles, Santa 
Barbara and San Diego. 

Revolt Flared 

Then, suddenly, things happened. 
Lieutenant Gillespie, left in com¬ 
mand at Los Angeles, overdid 
strict military tactics and there 
flared a revolt. He was forced 
out of command, but was given 
the privilege of taking his men 
to join the forces at San Pedro, 
under Captain Mervine. Mervine 
attempted to retake Los Angeles, 
but the attack was un.succcssful. 
He then sailed from San Pedro 
and established his forces at San 
Diego, joining with Commodore 
Stockton. 

In a carefully planned move by 
the American forces. General 
Kearney had marched his forces 
from Fort Leavenworth, raising the 
American flag at Santa Fe. While 
en route from Santa Fe to Los 
Angeles, Kearney was met by the 
famous scout. Kit Carson. Carson 
informed the general that the war 
was over and that California was 
under American rule. As a result 
of this information, Kearney dis¬ 
patched half of his regiment back 
to Santa Fe. The rest of his 
forces resumed their march into 
California and established head¬ 
quarters at Warner’s ranch near 
San Diego. 

Kearney Routed 

At this time rumors reached 
Kearney that all was not so well. 
He learned that an army of Cali¬ 
fornians, under General Andres 
Pico, brother of Governor Pio Pico, 
la.st of California’s Mexican gov¬ 
ernors, was encamped at San Pas- 
qual, between Kearney’s forces and 
San Diego. In a brief skirmish 
with this group, Kearney’.s forces 
were routed and forced to seek 
shelter on Battle mountain, near 
Escondido. A group of three 
scouts, headed by Carson and in¬ 
cluding Lieutenant Beal and an 
unknown Indian, crawled through 
the enemy territory and after a 
time reached the border city, torn 
and bruised by their struggle.

A 10-point program to solve Or¬ 
ange county's pressing water prob¬ 
lems was approved by leading 
farmers and farm agencies late 
yesterday afternoon.

Here Is Program 

1. Indorsement of the pending 
county flood control and water con¬ 
servation program because the rec¬ 
ognized direct and indirect bene- 
fit.s that will accrue from this pro¬ 
gram, both to cities and to agri¬ 
cultural areas, fully justify its con¬ 
summation. 

2 Tha- water from the Metro¬ 
politan Water District is needed 
by Orange county, but that the 
interests of Orange county agri¬ 
cultural areas require the MWD 
act to be .so amended as to give 
assurance that agricultural areas 
will have equal rights with metro¬ 
politan areas to receive water. 

Salvagi* of l\asl«i 

2. Investigation of the waste of 
good spring and well water into 
tlu; ocean and of practical means 
of preventing or .salvaging such 
waste, including, where ncce.s.sary. 
the strict enforcement of laws re¬ 
quiring the capping of flowing 
wells. 

4. Further con.solidation of indi¬ 
vidual irrigation pumping plants 
Into group plants, pri'fcrahl.v oper¬ 
ating through incorporated mutual 
v/ater companies. 

5. Continued study of the possi¬ 
bility of salt accumulation in the 
Irrigated soils of Orange county 
and the adoption by growers of 
such irrigation practices as arc 
found necessary to prevent such 
Bccumulation in injurious amounts. 

6. Continued emphasis on better 
Irrigation practice in the agricul¬ 
tural extension service education 
program. 

7. Support for the study being 
undertaken by the boani of super¬ 
visors through a special commis¬ 
sion, .seeking to determine a legal 
and practical means of regulating 
beneficial and non-beneficial use 
of water in Orange county, am! 
looking to the regulation of iinder- 
j;round water by the county hoard 
cf siipervi.sors. 

8 That the question of reclama¬ 
tion of urban wastes of water he 
left to the board of directors of 
the Orange County Water District 
for their continued consideration, 
Kornii Pnihlcni 

9. That negotiations with River- 
a'de and San Bernardino counties 
in relation to the Santa Ana river 
he left to the board of directors 
of the Orange County Water Dis¬ 
trict. 

10. That the citrus department 
of the Orange County Farm Bu¬ 
reau seek to bring about the u.se 
of a substitute for boron com¬ 
pounds in the cleansing of citrus 
fruits to the end that our water 
supplies will not be contaminated. 

Members of the committee which 
drafted this program were aided 
by a staff of University of Califor¬ 
nia experts, Frank Adams, M. R.

King George reputedly left a very i 
considerable fortune, some of 
which was in New York City prop¬ 
erty, but details have never been 
made public. 

The extreme leftist view of the 
costs was summed up once by 
Jock McGovern, member of par¬ 
liament from the red Clydeside 
district, in this fa.shion: 

"We pay King George 10,750 
pounds (nearly $54,000) a week, 
and one shilling a minute to the 
Duke of Kent and his wife. These 
parasites are living on the wealth 
of the country,” 

The other aide of the picture 
was given in December when Pre¬ 
mier Stanley Baldwin told the 
hou.se of commons that the crown 
is “the la.st link of empire that is 
left. If Britain should become a 
republic, the empir* would dis¬ 
solve forthwith.” 

It was not until the reign of 
George III—the monarch who 
threw away the American colonies 
and finally died insane—that the 
crown began a gradual surrender 
of rights to revenues and proper¬ 
ties to the state. 

Vested in State Now 

This was completed under Will¬ 
iam IV w'no came to the throne in 
1830, He gave up all revenues and 
was relieved of all public charges. 
Parliament then granted him 
maintenance. The castles and 
great estates which once were in 
the hands of royalty are now 
vested in the state. 

The reports that the Duke of 
Windsor needs money has caused 
considerable speculation, since he 
was supposed to be a multimillion¬ 
aire. For many years as Prince 
of Wales he had an annual income 
estimated at between $600,000 and 
$1,000,000 from the Duchy of 
Cornwall. This is crown property 
and the revenues always are set 
aside for the maintenance of the 
Prince of Wales, as heir to the 
throne.

Some of us are built with a 
large bony frame, others with 
small frame and small bones. 

We can only strike an average. 
A boy of 16 of average height 
should be about five feet, five 
inches tall and weigh 123 pounds. 
A normal girl of the same age av¬ 
erages about five feet, two inches, 
and weighs 115 pounds. 

At first glance these weights 
seem high, but we must remember 
that at 16 years, they are at the 
perioci of greatest proportionate 
growth and development. Girls 
and boys of this age are very ac¬ 
tive, taking much exercise, 'i-hey 
need excess food and fat to grow 
and expand. A little later, the 
height and weight become better 
balanced. 

At the age of 20, the girl, five 
feet, two in height, averages about 
119 pounds; five feet, three, 122 
pounds; five feet, four, 125 pounds, 
and at five feet, six, 130 pounds. 

At the age of 30, the scale runs 
five feet, two inches, 124 pounds: 
five feet, three, 129 pounds; and 
at five feet, five, 135 pounds. A. 
good way to calculate is an in-i 
crease of five pounds or a hit more 
to every inch of additional height. 

If your weight is much under 
these figures you are too thin. You 
need exercise, fresh air, fattening 
foods, .such as fat meat, butter, 
bread, potatoes, sugars, pastries, 
as well as fruit and vegetables. 

If too fat, you should avoid the 
fattening foods and use those that 
contain all the vitamins such as 
fruit, vegetables, soups, broths, 
salads and only a little of the pro¬ 
teins, like meat, eggs, milk and 
sweets.

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Forewarned Is Forearmed 

D ON’T look at the farm picture in Orange county 
through dark glasses just because prominent agricul¬ 
tural leaders here this week spoke at length of knotty 
problems, such as— 

Declining soil fertility. 

Marketing and surplus difficulties. 

Labor trouble and water obstacles. 

And diminishing returns from smaller sized ranches. 
Orange county has all these problems, there’s no 
denying. But so has every other farming area in the 
world, in more or less degree. 

The rough places in local agriculture simply have 
been charted and highlighted by experts so that they can 
be intelligently rubbed off. 

Orange county, even with its present problems, is so 
far ahead of the state in general that farm land here is 
valued at an average of $545 an acre compared to $76 for 
the state as a whole. 

This county should be grateful for the valuable work 
done in mapping its major agricultural problems. 

Now it will be easier to overcome them quickly and 
efficiently.

Isn’t that a rather 
high percentage in the case of a reckless driver, Doc ? 

Courage and Bravado 

C OURAGE is a popular theme among small boys. They 
are taught to be game. Most of them would rather 
die than be called “yellow.” And yet courage is too often 
confused with foolish bravado. Often the little fellow who 
refuses to join his playmates in a dangerous game is more 
courageous than the others who blindly follow because 
they can’t stand the taunts of a leader. 

In Boy’s Life, the official periodical of the Boy Scouts 
of America, Frank Graham warns youngsters against 
being “too game.” Often, he says, it’s better—both for 
the youth and the team—for a player to leave a football 
game when he’s injured. 

'Such advice should not be confined to children. Often 

we think we are being brave—when we ride with a person 
who drives recklessly, when we swim beyond our depth, 
when’we conceal an illness and “stick to the job.” 

That isn’t bravery—it’s foolishness. No one enjoys 
being a dead martyr. 

We might save time in revamping the govern¬ 
ment simply by turning the constitution over to a 
couple of newspaper rewrite men. 

Birth Month of a Killer 

B esides being the birth month of Washington and 
Lincoln, February is also anniversary of the inven¬ 
tion of the revolver. On Feb. 25, 1836, SAmuel Colt pat¬ 
ented the first practical repeating firearm the world had 
ever known. 

Since then, the revolver has played a leading part in 
history. It helped win the West; it helped the rise of 
crime. It has made the little man as good as the big man 
in combat. It’s a Dr. Jekyll-Mr. Hyde. 

Yet the nation today is still unsettled as to whether 
revolvers should be forbidden or whether every house¬ 
holder should be allowed to own one. 

The significance of the revolver may be still mixed 
up in history, but this much seems clear: Revolvers 
have blasted the life out of a lot of good men who other¬ 
wise might have done their share to make the world a 
better place.

Citrus Standardization Enforcement 

A gricultural Commissioner D. W. Tubbs is put 
on the spot by a few citrus growers in the county 
on the grounds that he enforces standardization laws 
“too strictly.” 

It is a relief to find an official who can be accused 
of enforcing laws “too strictly.” The trouble in the past 
has been that most laws are enforced too leniently. 

Inasmuch as citrus standardization laws are designed 
to keep up the grade of California fruit, and the high 
standards so attained have enabled our fruit to capture and 
hold the best world markets, we hope that Commissioner 
Tubbs continues to enforce the law to the letter. 

There is no use passing a good law if it is not to be 
enforced strictly and fairly. 

Social progress would be easier if we really 
knew which way the next step was taking us. 

Sexy Pictures for a Decent Public 

L ike an outbreak of disease, tawdry pictures of nude 
and semi-nude burlesque queens are beginning to 
feature pages of a number of national picture magazines. 

Hard-faced strip teasers are placed in every kind of 
undress in periodicals supposedly designed to go into the 
home.

Still 
not content, restless as all roving warriors, they 
sailed the seas south and westward to new con¬ 
tinents and ads enture, like great red dragons sweep¬ 
ing the seas through Arctic blizzards to Africa’s 
Gold Coast — riding the blue Mediterranean and 
Atlantic storms, combing the briny, restless deep.

No race of seamen, no nation’s vessels of that 
w ild Eighth century equaled those Vikings or their 
craft. Like Huns and Tartars who raced over Eur¬ 
ope on horseback, these mailed sea-warriors of the 
northland plowed the w aters of the planet, invaded 
and ravaged coastal towns, villages, monasteries ... 
and for half a thousand years fearful peasants whis¬ 
pered a special prayer to heaven. . . . "Wc ask pro¬ 
tection from these ruthless sons of Woden, a new 
miracle of strength against the fury of the Norse¬ 
men!” But until the sav age Viking blood had cooled 
by loot and conquest, no heaven gave heed. 

For long voyages these laughing, fighting chief¬ 
tains used wind power, set their wide-bellied striped 
sails . . . and made eleven knots. Denmark to Eng¬ 
land: three days! Norway to Iceland: six days! They 


learned to tack, changing the course of the ship 
when sailing before the wind; turning her head to¬ 
ward the breeze, bracing yards . . . zig-zagging in 
adverse winds to their destination. 

Ship building was a labor of love. Viking vessels 
were v irtually animate steeds of the sea, alive, fash¬ 
ioned by skilled hands from gracefully curved bow 
to stern . . . the polished^ carven head of their tra¬ 
ditional dragon rising above the highest surf. Each 
30-ton ship carried a crew of 90 men, a sail near the 
center of the hull, to be lowered w hen not used. In 
rough northern seas a Roman galley pushed through 
the vvjter, filled and overturned; but Viking ships 
were light enough to ride the waves ... so light, 
indeed, that when repairs were made forty men 
pulled a ship ashore, patched and labored, and set 


out once more. In a fight the heavy starboard rudder 
manoeuvered the vessel sw iftly into position ... far 
faster than an enemy’s clumsy craft, and flaying 
swords from behind bright shields sang in the wind 
another victory. 

Smoldering villages along a hundre’d coasts and 
harbors testified that V''iking ships were seaworthy, 
and men of the north the world’s finest warrior- 
sailors. To verify the glorious records of the past, 
Norwegians in 1893 built the famed Gokstad ship 
. . . put aboard 12 young Norsemen, who sailed 
under their own power to the Chicago exposition.

W E SAT at a table in the city, the three of us — 
a young married pair and myself. It was one 
of those restaurants that make cities famous — a 
rendezvous for those who have chosen the fastidious 
way of living, and who enjoy brilliant conversation. 
There was considerable wealth represented in the 
furs and jewels of the woman — but then there were 
people in ordinary garb whose faces gave indication 
of fine minds. 

‘‘There is a good deal of money here tonight,” 
said the husband and I replied that there were 
some brilliant persons here too. He seemed to feel 
that I had challenged his comment and opened the 
discussion as to whether there was more happiness 
in money than in culture. He made the statement 
that ‘‘Money is everything.” 

His wife agreed to thi.s, much to my horror, 
for she is a writer. They spent quite some time 
trying to convice me that “anything worth hav¬ 
ing can be bought with money," and this included 
happiness, love, luxuries, and—well (in their 
opinion) "Everything.” 

How could I tell them that the years must 
inevitably bring to them only empty lives if 
they persisted in this path? What argument 
could I bring to bear EXCEPT THE ARGU¬ 
MENT OF LIFE ITSELF. 

Daniel Webster once said that the best argu¬ 
ment he knew of for religion was an old aunt 
who lived in the hills. I felt like that at this 
moment. The best argument I can offer for not 
making a god of money is the people who have 
lived for the finer things as compared to those 
who have lived selfishly for material gain. 

I could see this young wife growing more 
and more restless and impatient, going from 
shop to shop seeking material things to make 
her body more beautiful and to impress the 
world while her soul died gradually, and the 
light of inspiration faded from her eyes, and 
her lips grew harder and harder. I could see 
this man, swank, cold, indifferent, seeking sur¬ 
cease from business at race tracks, in gambling 
at night clubs, roulette—and other women. 

You may say that there is no reason for their 
money to do this to them but you see it isn't 
the money that ruins things—it's the lack of 
ideals! 

T he other day I read Emlen Knight Davies' 

"Prayer" and wanted to tell it to them—but 
somehow couldn’t. Here it is;

D oes the future already exist. .. like a wind¬ 
ing highway curving over valley and hill, 
but with occasional short stretches where you 
can see what’s coming?

Unlike a family radio, you cannot tune in at all 
hours of the day and night.

Most of us, with reason, believe 
that the present moment is the only reality, but 
these gentlemen—one an author, the other a sci¬ 
entist—say, “No. The present is the most unreal 
of all . . . the mere blade of a knife between two 
endless eternities. We, in a sense, have fallen into 
a section of the whole.” A distinction seems to 
be that we remember our past, but cannot “re¬ 
member” the future. 

E rnest LOUDON, Celtic writer and philos¬ 
opher who traveled widely in Russia before 
and during the revolution—sees no particular 
difficulty in accounting for personal prophecies. 
“When you get up in the morning, you can fairly 
well predict what you’ll do during the day. You 
walk down the street to the office . . . and the 
probability is that you arrive more or less when 
you expect. Everyone can correctly predict a 
‘probability. You plan t^see so-and-so, and at

"Yeah, good money - when you get it,” ob¬ 
serves a Hollywood old-timer. "And that's only 
half the .story.” 

In the world's most over-crowded profession, 
Hollywood extradom, with 25,000 trying to make 
a living in the film atmospheric talent ranks, 
only about 200 are qualified to be called on 
"dress" sets, according to leading ca.st directors. 

The main reason is wardrobe requirements. 
Members of the extra aristocracy who rate the 
$15 a day scale must own modern clothes for 
any occasion. Wardrobes of many of these de 
luxe extras represent potential investments 
running into thou.sands of dollars. Whether it's 
a formal evening affair being filmed, or a ride 
to hounds, ab.solutely correct apparel is de rig- 
ueur. 

Contrary to popular belief, the 
creme de la creme extras aren't 
chosen on the basis of personality. 

Clothes, and clothes alone, make 

the men — and women — in mo.st jjp 

cases. 

Women, ranging from sub-deb 
types to dowagers, mu.st own eve- 
ning gowns, dinner gowns, formal 
afternoon clothes, street clothes 
and sports clothes for every season. 

This means at least four outfits 
in each cla.ssification and includes

Extras automatically qualify for $25 checks 
if they're .singled out to speak as little as one 
individual line such as "Goodby” or "Hello,” 
Atmospheric words, however, are part of their 
Job. These crowd noises and chatter to indistinct 
to be clearly Identified in the sound recording 
are known as "omnies.” 

Conversation buzz in the background, dance 
floor patter, court room mumble, "angry mobs" 
and similar sound atmosphere come under this 
studio routine. 

For instance, a gay cafe scene has been shot. 
Dress extras, at the director's order, have re¬ 
mained silent and simulated conversation so as 
not to Interfere with the dialogue of the prin¬ 
cipals in the foreground. Later the extras as¬ 
semble in a group under a microphone. In this 
way the "omnies” can be regulated at exactly 
the right pitch by the director and sound mixer. 

What they say la unimportant, just so It’s In 
keeping with the tempo ot the scene—"oh, my 
dear, you're looking lovely tonight!"—"more 
champagne, waiter!”—"I hope the director lets 
us oB early"—"wonder how long this Job wUl 
last”—"I'll give you tan points In the Notre 
Dame game!’— "what a way to make a Hvbigr 
—“I feel like I drank a gallon of that prop 
whie”—“got aw awtra dgaretUT”—“who’s that 


hot number in the green dress?"-"listen, sister, 
quit stepping on my toes when we dance.” 

The world thrills to the story of the extra 
plucked from the ranks and catapulted to fame 
in a real part. It can happen but .seldom docs. 
Atmospheric players who do the best financially 
month in and out worry more about keeping up 
their extensive wardrobes than they do about 
the million to one .shot of being "discovered” on 
the set. It's strictly business with them, and they 
can't cat Hollywood glamour while awaiting an 
Aladdin to come along and conjure up a genie to 
make the studios give them a break.

Speaking of flying .starts, one team that won 
a championship at the Penn Relays had a 
world's record flying start for the event. It was 
the Union, N. J., relay team, in the high school 
division. The team of .Smith, Grimes, Daley and 
Maher arrived late by train at the West Phila¬ 
delphia station, some little distance from Frank¬ 
lin B'ield. There wasn't a taxi to be had. The 
boys ran all the way from the station to Frank¬ 
lin iciold. ran around the tr.ack, and ran off 
with the race. 

The captain, .Maher, didn't even have time to 
pin his number on his jersey. 

That was one reiay team that came through, 
and Michigan's is another. Fast .season they 
piiiled the Michigan team from defeat to victory 
several times; tour times in conference compe¬ 
tition in less than a year. The relay team won 
two state A. A. U. titles, a Butler Relay title 
and three conference championships. 

The string of remarkable rc.scues began when 
Michigan’s track squad went into the mile relay 
at the Butler Relays, needing a victory to win 
the meet. The relay team came through. Then, 
in the Big Ten conference championship, Michi¬ 
gan entered the relay one-half point behind 
Ohio State. Stiles, Patton. Aiken and Birleson 
delivered the goo<ls with a new conference rec¬ 
ord of ,3 minutes 15.2 seconiis, the fastest relay 
ever run east of the Rockies. 

The relay team then won the meet from In¬ 
diana. and in the indoor championships of the 
Big Ten in 1936. Wisconsin led Michigan by 
one and a quarter points, but once more Michi¬ 
gan's relay quartet came to the re.scue with 
another conference championship performance. 

Aside from the Pacific Coast Conference, the 
Big Ten is probably the strongest of any in 
track and field. There was some talk last year 
of matching teams composed of champion ath¬ 
letes of these two conferences this season, and 
the idea was actually proposed to Dean Crom¬ 
well, U. S. C. coach, by Big Ten authorities 
The meet would certainly be a great one, al¬ 
though the Big Ten has lost Jesse Owens, who 
was good for four first places. .lesse is now a 
professional. 

One of America's most remarkable athletes 
was a Middle-Westerner, Harold Osborn. For 
a long time he held the world's high-jump rec¬ 
ord, but that is not his greatest performance. 
Last year, at the age of 118, Osborn tried to 
add to his list of 20 national and Olympic 
championships. He high-jumped six feet six 
inches, which is only a quarter of an inch less 
than the great indoor record he .set 11 years 
betore. He did. at .'IS, later .surpass the world’s 
record for the standing high-jump.

J F3SSE OWKNS ran the 100-yard dash in nine 
and three-tenths seconds last season, but 
his recoT'fl was not allowed. When the track 
was measurcfl aftei’ the race, the 100-yard dash 
proved to be just three-fifths of an inch short 
of 100 yarrls. 

Trivial as that may seem it wouldn't have 
made any rliffercncc in the timing the officials 
can't afford to allow any records made over 
short tracks. If they did. the question would 
arise: “Mow short may the track he. and still 
ho official? Six indies short? Might inches 
short? A f(K)t short?" And as .soon as an an¬ 
swer ha<l been made you may rest assured Miaf 
all the tracks in the country vvoukl he .sliort- 
ened just as much as possible in order that 
the fastest times woukl he made over them.

T MK first of these, fleorge Seward, was a 
Now England hoy who attained his athletic 
prime nearly a hun<lred years ago.

England. There wore no Olympic (James in those 
d.iys. and no electric timing with mnlinn-piclure 
!inish(!S. However. England was the home of the 
greate.sl athletes the pi’ofessional footracers of 
IStO. The timers u.soil stopwatches which had 
been developed for horse racing an<l were 
itiarKod in sectuuls ami fourths of seconds. You 
may be sure that they dirl not give this visiting 
American any the best of it. 

When Seward lainled on English soil, he chal¬ 
lenged Fowler anil a few othi'r leading sprinters 
and heat them all. Then he issued a challenge 
the like of whi< h has never been seen since 
and probably never will he seen again. 

Mo challenged the ten best runners in Eng¬ 
land, Scotland and Ireland. He agreed to run 
against all Ion of them separately, with five- 
minute intervals between race's. He put up a 
stake of one humored pounds on ('ach individual 
race and a furtlier stake of one thousand 
pounds that he would win all ten of them.

Sometimes the measurements are cf>rrect. 
records are broken by the dozen, hut some 
other feature is at fault. At a Soviet swim¬ 
ming meet three or four years ago. the dis¬ 
tances were all carefully find aeciirfitely mefis 
ured; the timing wfis good; the swimmers were 
in fine shfi{)e find the crowd applauded as record 
.after record Wfis smashed. Then one intelligent 
observer spoiled the fun by pointing out that the 
swimmers v^ere swimming downstream. The 
meet w.as hold on a river and the engineers 
who laid out the course logically reasoned that 
it would he unfair to the swimmers to make 
iliem swim upstream! 


entitle him to some consideration was R. F. 
“Doc" Williams. He never raced under condi¬ 
tions which would scientifically prove his speed. 
All we have is the word of five competent tim¬ 
ers. using five tested stopwatches, that he ran 
the 100 once in nine seconds flat, and several 
times in nine and one-lifth seconds. He also 
was a New England boy. 

It is a sad fact but true that many of the 
oldtimo professional records were unreliably 
matie and unreliably timed, because there was 
no governi.ig body of professional sport and 
every town wanted to have a world’s record. 
Nevertheless, no other athlete ever claimed to 
come close to Doc Williams' marks, and the 
timers could have been off a bit and Williams 
still could have been the world’s fastest runner. 
At any rate, giving those five timers credit, it 


a spurt that drew an amazed gasp from the 
partisan crowd, overtook his rival, and broke 
the tape first. 

The last two races were repetitions of his 
first seven easy victories, and Seward collected 
the full ten thousand dollars. 

Now. what were some of his times? Well, he 
ran the 100-yard dash, on a slow track, with¬ 
out proper running shoes, in nine and one-fourth 
seconds. Jesse Owens' record is nine atid four 
tenths seconds, or about three-twentieths of a 
second slower. However, allowing Jesse credit 
for having run a slightly short track in nine 
and three-lei.ths seconds, you can say that those 
two men would put on a mighty exciting race 
if they mot while at their best form.

A SHIP brought Homer Lea 
into port next day, but not 
to be met by a reeeption commit¬ 
tee laden with flowers.
